SUBJECT: Recap of the Activities of the Southern Council 


Enclosed is a document that summarizes the proceedings of our November 
inter-university conference. The Atlanta Forums on National and Inter- 
National Affairs, organized by the Southern Council, are the most import- 
ant foreign policy conferences held in Georgia. The conference on the 
Middle East was the fourth in this series; the fifth, held at the University 
of Georgia under the egis of the Law School, dealt with U. S. -Soviet/ 
Mainland China Trade. It was held this past April. A summary of those 
proceedings will be ready later in the year. 

Our next AFNIA conferences are scheduled for November 1973 and April 1974; 
the former will deal with Africa, - the latter, Latin America. 


IMPORTANT ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

THE OFFICE OF A JAPANESE CONSULATE-GENERAL IS ESTABLISHED IN ATLANTA 

On August 3 the Japanese Ambassador to Washington, Nobuhiko Ushiba, will 
formally announce the opening of a Japanese Consul in Atlanta. Because 
of the AFNIA conferences and the leadership provided by the Southern 
Council, this office has been opened several years earlier than it would 
have without our participation. 

THE OFFICE OF A CONSULATE-GENERAL OF THE REPUBLIC OF CHINA IS ESTABLISHED 

IN ATLANTA 


The Nationalist Chinese Ambassador to Washington, James Shen, will announce 
on August 6 the opening in Atlanta of a Consul-General representing his 
country. The Southern Council was more responsible than any other institu- 
tion in the establishment of this consulate in Atlanta. 


THE ORGANIZATION OF AMERICAN STATES MEETS IN ATLANTA 

The single, most important international event ever held in the Southeast- 
ern United States will be the 1974 meeting in Atlanta of the OAS. This 
gathering is being held here because of the joint efforts of Professor Dean 
Rusk, the Southern Council, the Office of the Mayor of Atlanta, the Governor 
of Georgia, the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, and several other local and 
state institutions and prominent individuals. Attracting this two-week, 
hemispheric conference is a tribute to a small group of people now working 
toward the goal of internationalizing Atlanta, Georgia and the South.

You may recall that several years ago it was my very great good 
fortune to lead a group of Atlanta businessmen and their wives to 
Europe. It was during our stop in Paris that we met with you and 
some of your colleagues at the Embassy. Neither they nor I have 
ever forgotten that memorable event. Your presentation impressed 
us all very much. 

Upon returning to Atlanta, I again had the great good fortune to 
become acquainted with your brother and since we share the same 
garage, he and I often discuss you and your slightly fabulous career. 

Under separate cover I have forwarded to you some documents con- 
cerning the Southern Council - what we do and how we do it. Enclosed 

with these papers you will find some proceedings of several confer- 
ences that we sponsor jointly with the universities and colleges in 
Atlanta, and, interestingly enough, the Georgia Tech Army ROTC. 

These inter-university sessions are the only university level confer- 
ences that deal with foreign affairs held in this part of the United 

States, so their impact here is considerably more than they would be 

in other parts of the country. 

In addition, we have an ongoing series of off-the-record briefings 
for the business, educational and political leadership of our state. 

Because Atlanta is becoming an international city, this organization 
has taken on the added dimension of working with the Governor's 
Office, the Office of the Mayor, and the Chamber of Commerce in ob- 
taining for Atlanta Consulate-Generals from various nationsof the 
world. I have enclosed a summary of how we went about gettingthe 
Japanese to consider Atlanta and, off the record, I think we will 
have them here some time next fall on a permanent basis. 

All of this leads me up to the point of this letter, which is to 
extend to you and open-ended invitation to present for our member- 
ship and certain selected guests, the next time you are in Atlanta, 
an off-the-record briefing. During the last several months we have 
had Secretary Rogers, the Honorable Dean Rusk and the Chinese Nation- 
alist Ambassador and a host of other important people. It would be

Our Speaker's military career began in 1941, when he entered 
the Army as an enlisted man. He fought in the assault landing 
at Safi, Morocco, in November 1942, for his part in which he 
was awarded the Legion of Merit and promoted. Subsequently, 
he served overseas --mostl y in Intel 1 i gence--i n various capa- 
cities, including those of Aid to President Truman, General 
Marshall, General Eisenhower and General Mark Clark. Later 
he accompanied President Nixon on several journeys abroad. In 
1972 the then Major General Walters was appointed Deputy Direc- 
tor of the CIA and promoted to Lt. General. He has been decor- 
ated by the United States and seven foreign countries, and 
speaks seven foreign languages, including Russian.
